Inasmuch as you have already struck a few of the coin below 
named, and now in order to prevent an undue enhancement of the 
one-dollar gold piece, three-dollar gold piece and three-cent 
nickel piece, the coinage of which is likely to be discontinued 
by law, it is important to strike the usual number of proof 
pieces for the present year and such a supplementary coinage as 
will prevent this enhancement to an extraordinary extent. 

You are authorized, therefore, to coin ten thousand gold 
dollar pieces and five thousand three-dollar pieces, including 
such a number of proofs as you think it important to provide for. 

Of the three-cent pieces you are authorized to strike ten 
thousand, and to guard against their going into the hands of 
speculators by putting them into general circulation over the 
eounter in the ordinary way. 


This coinage should be executed immediately, before the 
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passage of the bills through the Senate.
